HbUory of English Constltutioa 
Thome of Work Which Covers 
• 20 Years’ Research 


The work *bf- another George Wash- 
ington professor, Dr. G. M. Churchill, 
of the English history department, is 
Hcheduled to appear In. print next year, 
when 'the. firm of Prentice, Hall, and 
Co., publishes his book on English 
Constitutional History. 

According to the- author, “the book 
is intended to serve as a text for col- 
lege classes, the object being to tell 
how the English Constitution came 
1-0 -be today In treating it in the light 
of historical events.**''*^*" 

In following this plan, Or- Churchill 
Is 'making a distinct departure from 
:th« methods of authors of previous 
texts by making the Constitution his 
main subject, and mentioning English 
historical events only in their hearing 
on the development of his main theme. 

Although the idea of compiling a 
hook occurred to Dr. Churchill less 
than two years ago, historical research 
of twenty years is to be incorporated 
in the work, which the author ex- 
pects to cover 800 or 900 pages.
